Mr. Davis said it in uo way added to or 
dliniiiU..etL the original Monroe doc- 
trine. Ttiey made permanent by con- 
gressional enactment tho deliuite policy 
oJthe United States, thus ending the 
constant assertion by foreign jurists that 
She doctrine was a mere dictum without 
acceptance by the American congress. 
There are patriots in this country to in- 
terfere if any foreign government wanes 
war on a South American republic. But 
this is a crude and erroneous application 
of tho Monroo doctrine. At tho present 
time the resolution contemplated no 
uuch policy. It was against territorial 
exteueion, direct or indirect. 


Ke|>orts had foreshadowed a treaty 


between Great Britain and Spain con- 
cerning Cuba by which certain parta of 
Cuba were to be pledged to Great J.rit- 
ain. This act, said Mr. Davis, would be 
tho first step toward biiueh acquisition. 
It would be an opposition to the spirit 
of the Monroe doctrine. It would con- 
trol the destiny of Cuba. There has 
been much talk of war, said the senator 
but there has never been a possibility of 
war. Neither government would per- 
mit it.

a resolution which reads as follows : 


"ncwliftl. Thntlhe committee on ju- 


diciary be and hereby ie authorized and 
directed to inquire as to the condition of 
the law subject ot tho right ol the ex- 
ecutive offlcers of the covernment in the 
eeveral department, thereof to reuseto 
enforce, execute or comply with the 
provisions of any net of congress of the 
United States on th 
rromid of its al- 


loeod uuconetiUitionalitj- or for other 
reasons, and lo report to tbe bouse by 
bill or otherwise." 


As bae been said, Kay is 1 Republican, 


but some of the strongest supporters of 
the measure are Democrats. Tbe prime 
cause of introduction of the resolution 
ot tbia time is the refusal oi the secre- 
tary ot agriculture to comply with the 
law iu reference to the distribution of 
seeds, aud that oflicial Ima been made 
the recipient of attacks in tbe bouse 
only less bitter than that of Senator 
Vest in the senate. 


Tbe ebullition of feeling betrayed in 


this connection is very natural, and tbe 
resolution would raise a question which 
should be answered.

of the Sherman act, there was just as 
much cause in principle (and a prcat 
deal more in view of tbe results) for in-

The foreigners are paying this duty in 
order to hold their place in our markets. 
Tbe same conditions prevail in a good 
iiany other branches of production. 
Domestic competion has forced the for- 
etellers to reduce tbeir pricea to an ex- 
tent that is equivalent to payine fl part 


r all of the duty laid upon their goode. 
It is a conceded fact that in many 


,ines of production the foreigner gives 
the American buyer a lower price than 
be gives to his borne dealer in order to 
assist in offsetting tbe duty. In all 
euch cases the foreigner pays a portion 
ot the tariff, contributes just that much 
to the revenues of tbia government and 
relieves tbe taxpayer of that much of 
the burden of taxation. About the only 
instances, in fact, in which the consum- 
ers pay all of the tariff on foreign goods 
is upon those articles that are produced

The latter question is much 
to the mark, because tbe Uoit"ii States 
constitution has neglected 
to define 


such a line. 


It doubtless has seemed to very many 


citizens that the authority of Ue judicial 
department of the government to over- 
rule laws is sufficiently comprehensive 
without giving similar authority to tbe 
executive detriment. The judicial d« 
partment in itself manages pretty com- 
pletely to keep us all guessing at what ir 
or is not law, and it does not appear t< 
need any help in tbia direction from the 
executive department. This fact is par 
ticularly illustrated in the state courts 
where superior judge differs with super 
ior judge, and the supreme court differ 
with both nnd with itself with pleasin 
impartiality. Nor is this judicial uncer 
tainty confined to the state courts; 
pertieatea the federal courte, too. A 
income-tax law ia passed by congres 
Ko less honorable and wiee tribuna 
than tbe United Statea supreme court 
called noon to decide whether or not 
ia "good law." 
It solemnly ponders th 


matter aud concludes that the law 
valid, and the people feel that tbe 
for once really have a "cinch" on wha 
ifllaw. Then tbe supreme court agai 
takes up the same question, one hono 
able judge changes his mind, it is du 
decided that the law ia not valid andth 
people are left to wonder what anotbe 
eet of judges, or the eatneeet on anoth 
occasion, would decide. We say th 
the courts can involve 
the law 


enough uncertainty; it is not neede 
that executive officers 
also 
ehou 


have the power to override it. 


Congressman lavfngston (Dem.) S&

EDITOR 
RKI-UIIUCAN:—I have often 


noticed editorials and communications 
in the local papers sotting forth some 
of the great advantages Fresno county 
held over other portions of the etatu, 
but have never ecen any statement of 
the great wealth of the Minarets mining 
district, which was calculated to induce 
capital to make an investigation. And 
as it is the duty of every enterprising 
paper, for itn own good, as well as for 
the good of the county, to show up the 
resources of the country, I feel that I 
will not trespass too much upon your 
generous nature by giving you some in- 
formation, perhaps, that has not as yet 
been placed before your readers. 


I herewith enclose you some state- 


ments made by C. J. Beck, and fully 
substantiated by personal examination 
made last summer by Judge W. J. Tin- 
nln. 
There is a gold bearing ledge on top of 


the ground which requires no shaft or 
tunnels to work it, that will furnish 
gold sufficient to pay off the entire in- 
debtedness of the nations of the earth.
